T is impoſlible to preſcribe certain and infalliLle 
Rules to the various Accidents and Circumitan- 
ces of War ; they de chiefly upon the Nature 
of the Place, and the Number of the Enemy. 
However there are fixed Methods to be obſerved, 
let the Nature of the Place, or the Number of the 
Enemy be what they will: As for Example, if the 
Commander of a 'Troop or Squadron cr Horſe 
marches cluſe to the Edge of a Wood, .it would be 
an Argument that he wanted Judgment ; becauſe 
the Strength of the Horſe confilts in keeping in the 
open Plain, as the Strength of the Foot in keeping 
ina Wood. A Foot Officer has more Difficulties to 
ſurmount 1 * a March, than an Officer of Horſe; 
for if the Foot keep too near the Mood, they may 
be in Danger of falling into the Enemy's Ambuſli; 
and if rhey keep off ſo far, they are in cqual Peril 
of being bore down by the Horſe, before they can 
reach the Wood. A diſcreet Officer therefore will 
keep at a proper Diſtance from a Wood, that if it 
ſhould be his ill Fate to be beaten, he may Juſtify 
his being beaten in Form. If he be attacked by 
Horſe, he muſt retreat to the Wood, skirmiſhing all 
the Way, till he has got into it; but if be engages 
with Foot ſuperior to him, he muit endeavour to 
recover the laſt Defilee, and drawing up his Men 
within it, maintain his Ground as Jong as a. 4 able;

They are alſo 
ſtrong when feated high with and rocky Ave- 
nues, eſpecially if the Rocks are difficult to be un- 
or where there is no Water or Forrage 
near, conſequently ' great Armies cannot con- 
tinne long about them. Again, Places are ſtrong, 
when the Army that attacks it find it difficult to 
bring their Convoys, or to on the 'Trenches, 
when the Ground is tony, or when there is a looſe 
Sand, or that there is no digging without meeti 
Water ; or elſe when the Place is encompaſſed wi 
high Mountains which are full Cannon-Shot from it, 
therefore the Circumvallation muſt be conveyed 

a great Way about ; or ſo ſeated that the Lincs can- 
not be carried up to the higheſt part of them, and 
then they who come to relieve the Place, will com- 
mand the Befiegers Lines. Places are alſo reckoned 
advantageous, when there are no Valleys, Hollow- 
ways, Ridges, Hillocks, Trees, Hedges, or Houſes 
within Cannon-Shot, that can favour the Ap- 
ers. If there are Houſes or Villages, they
